AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 

OF ALBANY AMENDING 

SHCTION 15.19 OF THE AL- 

BANY CITY CODE. 

THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY

Section 1. Section 15.19 of the 
Albany City Code is hereby 
amended and shall forthwith read 
as follows: 

Sec. 15,19 Generally, 

There shall be levied, assessed, 
collected and paid a tax of Lwenly 
cents on each admissioh for which 
a charge of twenty cents or more 
is paid at any enclosure or place 
at which horse racing meets or 
harness horse racing meets are 
held or conducted in the city. 
There shall aiso be levied, assess- 
ed, collected and paid a tax of 
twenty cents on each pass which 
entitles a person to aamission to 
any enclosure or place at which 
horse racing meets or harness 
horse racing meets are held or 
conducted in the city.
